CSU for 
vandalism 


Seth Newmeyer must 
repay the CSU for 
costs of replacing two 
glass doors.

Seth Newmeyer, the University 
of California, Los Angeles student 
charged with breaking the glass doors 
to the Cal State University Chancellor’s 
Office last fall, was given a restitution 
of $23,766 yesterday for his crime. 

The student’s sentencing, however, 
was postponed until Friday. 

Deputy Public Defender Jinelle Mi- 


_ trovich, who represented Newmeyer in 


court, motioned for a retrial of the case 
but was struck down by Judge Charles 
D. Sheldon, who said Newmeyer had 
received a fair trial. : 
Newmeyer’s conviction stems from 
his involvement in a clash between 


" protestors and police at the CSU Chan- 


cellor’s Office in November when stu- 
dents rallied against the CSU Board 
of Trustees for voting on a 9 percent 
tuition increase. 

During the clash, the doors to the 
Chancellor’s Office shattered and cut 
a police officer’s arm. Police targeted 
Newmeyer as the one responsible for 
breaking the door. 

Newmeyer was found Sate of van- 
dalism and unlawful assembly in court 
on Sept. 20. His restitution fee, which 
must be paid to the CSU, ‘covers the 
cost of replacing the glass doors. 

During an address to the court, 
Newmeyer described himself as a

The onsite Cal State Long Beach 
Associated Students, Inc. Recycling 
Center is in the process of face-lifting 
its facilities — a makeover long over- 
due, according to its employees. 

Renovations to the recycling center 


have been underway since Monday. , 
The renovations include cutting down \, 


trees, removing the current trailer and 
trenching near the Isabel Patterson 


Child Development Center to insert 


sewer lines leading into the new trailer. 

The recycling plant will be closed 
Oct. 29-31, Nov. 12-14 and Nov. 19-21 
while renovations take place. 

The makeover was first introduced in 
February 2011, when the ASI Board of 
Control approved funding for the new 
campus recycling.center trailer. A final 
inspection of the new facility will take 
place Nov. 22. 

The estimated cost of revamping the 
facility is $256,000. Funding for the 
renovations came in part from money 
raised by the recycling center itself, 
while the rest came from ASI and Uni- 
versity Facilities Management. 


According to Recycling Coordinator 


Lee Johnson, the trailer was overdue for 
an upgrade. The trailer houses the facil- 


ity itself and also provides a break room, 
lockers and an office space for Johnson. 

“The trailer is very old and falling 
apart,” Johnson said about the current 
structure, which was built in 1982 and 
has been home to on campus and com- 
munity recyclables for years. 

The new trailer will be 12-by-60 
foot, as opposed to the current 12-by- 
30 foot trailer. Johnson said that 14 to 
15 students have to work in shifts in 
the current workspace. 

“We have to use waterless hand 
cleaners and must use a portable rest- 
room because the trailer does not have 
a sewer line,” Johnson said. 

The renovations will allow for 
the addition of showers, more locker

Yarn ties design students to the 


An environmental 
design class draws 
attention on campus.

The Friendship Walk was all tied up 
in yarn, which connected the trees that 
line the brick pathway, making students 
stop to reevaluate their surroundings. 

Some bikes got tangled in the yarn 
while other passer-bys voluntarily 
walked into the design, viewing the 
trees through lines created by the red 
and white strands of yarn. 

“Everybody walks through [the Friend- 
ship Walk],” Ryan Mora, a senior design 

“major who helped create the project for 
class, said. “We wanted to emphasize the 
beauty of that spot with the design.” 

The yarn tactic worked, attracting 
about eighty percent of the people who 
walked by, according to Mora. 

“A lot of people came up to us,” he 
said. “People would stop texting and 
take pictures of it.” 

The class project was constructed on 
Sept. 19. Four groups in the class were 
required to design in an outside envi- 
ronment and present in class what they 
found from people’s reactions, assistant 
design professor Heather Barker said. 

“One of the critical components in 
my class is that they have to make sure 
people interact with the design,” she 
said. “Design is often see by. many as 
‘fluff’ ... [However,] it’s really crucial.” 

Classmates Mora and senior design 
major Alana Johnson got together with 
a group of five to complete the project. 
The prompt allowed for a lot of free- 
dom among the groups. 

According to Baker, different groups 
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Design students create an outdoor art illustration made of yarn. 
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created political designs, touching on 
issues like the corruption of oil compa- 
nies and the dwindling number of local 
parks. However, Mora’s group took a 
simpler route, using only one material. 

“They had one of the strongest de- 
signs,’ Baker said. “You can make such a 
bigger impact with a much smaller move.” 

Johnson said the design was inten- 
tionally simple. 

“The class is based in outside envi- 
ronment and how can you change it,” 
she said. “[The design] was very mini- 
mal, but it had a big impact.” 

Johnson, who is also the arts com- 


missioner for Associated Students, 
Inc:, said she has been designing ever 
since she was young. 

Aside from redesigning rooms in her 
own home, Johnson worked on renovat- 
ing the ASI office during the summer. 

“I was able to design new offices,” she 
said. “For now, it’s just having that ex- 
perience and building up my portfolio.” 

Even though the class promotes 
designing in an outside environment, 
Johnson said that the skill sets learned 
could help hef. efforts to become a 
product or set designer, which requires 
“a space to be built within a space.” 
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Mora, who became interested in 
pursing a career as an architect in 
2008, also said the project helped open 
his eyes to other facets in the field. 

“7 started to think about how it affects 
the environment,” he said. “When walk- 
ing around the city ... people don’t realize 
how important it is to have that structure.” 

The next class project will require 
students to make a new design for a 
Disney amusement park located in a 
foreign country with a different cul- 
tural structure. 

‘Design is so important,” he said. ““De- 
sign in general is based on psychology.” 
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“positive member of the educational 
advocacy community” and said he has 
changed since the Board meeting in No- 
vember. 

“I deeply regret what I did,” he said. 

Newmeyer said he was disappointed 
that no officers from the protest stood 
trial for brutality charges. 

He also said that he had an unwar- 
ranted disadvantage in the trial be- 
cause the prosecutor was from “higher 
up on the food chain” than is normally 
assigned in cases similar to his. 

Mitrovich called the restitution 
“unfair” and argued that Newmeyer 
shouldn’t be charged the entire replace- 
ment cost of the two doors when he only 


bent the doors’ locking mechanism. 


City Prosecutor Randall Fudge said 
fixing the mechanism required the 
doors to be replaced, making New- 
meyer responsible for most costs asso- 
ciated with them. 

CSU Operations Manager Leonard 
Pettis verified:that the work done to the 
Chancellor’s Office doors was needed and 
indeed amounted to the cost said in court. 

Fudge said Newmeyer was “articu- 
late” and “very bright” but he should 
be held responsible for the replacement 
costs regardless. 

Fudge said he did not want New- 
meyer sentenced to jail time and sug- 
gested that the student perform 45 days 
of service at Caltrans, be put on three 
years of probation and ordered to stay 
away from the Chancellor’s Office. 

Mitrovich said Caltrans service is 
difficult for college students to work 
with because it requires a full eight- 
hour day, which she said is hard to 
schedule around classes. 

Newmeyer’s sentencing has been 
postponed so Mitrovich can provide 
Judge Sheldon with information on 
the community service organizations 
Newmeyer would prefer to work with. 
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UC settles to pay $1 
million to Occupiers

The University of California agreed 
yesterday to pay $1 million in a pre- 
liminary settlement with 21 plaintiffs 
who sued the 10-campus system after 
they were pepper-sprayed at an Oc- 
cupy protest on the Davis campus last 
November, according to a statement 
released by the UC. 

Of the $1 million, the UC will pay 
$30,000 to each plaintiff as well as a 
total of $250,000 to their attorneys, 
according to the statement. The settle- 
ment still requires approval by judge 


John Mendez. 

If approved, the UC system will 
also allocate $100,000 to pay other 
individuals wishing to join the class 
action and prove they were arrested 
or pepper-sprayed. Those individuals 
will be paid up to $20,000 each. 

The November protest garnered 
national outrage after videos showing 
police spraying orange pepper spray 
into the faces of protestors went viral. 

Funds to pay the plaintiffs will come 
from the university’s General Liability 
Risk Program, which is a self-insurance 
fund, according to the statement. 

If the judge approves the settlement, 
it will take ‘75 days for a final approval 
hearing, then 30 days will be left for an 
appeal to be filed. 
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space, running water and, most impor- 
tantly, restrooms. 

Senior illustration major Paul Al- 
varez said he has been working at the 
recycling center for four years and is 
excited for the changes to come. 

Alvarez said that he is especially 
happy that he, along with other em- 
ployees, will no longer have to use the 
portable restroom that only gets ser-

“Tt will be nice to wash up,” Alvarez 
said. “[I] won’t have to worry about 
hygiene being below standard.” 

Another student employee, senior 
and creative writing major Spencer 
Dominguez, said that he is looking 
forward to seeing the changes before 
he graduates. : 

“The recycling center] will be a 
little happier,’ Dominguez said. “[ We] 
will be able to eat our food and won’t 
have to worry about germs or the con-

Americans should not fear a shortage of delicious greasy bacon

sociation warned that the escalating numbers of 
shrinking herds are going cause an “unavoidable 
bacon shortage.” 

This “porkapocalypse” is due to the increase in 
cost of feeding these delicious animals, according 
to the pig industry.

_ you’ve been helding — bacon will not be extinct 
as predicted. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture predicts 
that the pork production of next year will be 
around 23 billion pounds, only a 1.3 percent 
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decline in America. 


Worldwide, it’s predicted that the availability 
will only be a 2 to 3 percent decrease per-capita. 

Bacon has become a fad, or obsession, for 
American food lovers. 

In 2010, the pork consumption reached an all- 
time high of 33.4 pounds per 
person a year, according to the 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Foreign Agricultural Service.
